Samuel  and  Martha  Stites  removed  from  Somerset  Co.,  N.  J.,  to 
Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio,  about  1800,  selling  their  homestead  in  New  Jersey 
March  10,  1800,  and  buying  land  in  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio,  in  the  part 
now  Butler  Co.,  April  10,  1803.  Colonel  Ephraim  Martin,  who  had 
been  associated  with  Symmes  in  the  purchase  of  Miami  lands,  pre- 
sented his  granddaughter,  Martha  Stites,  with  considerable  land  near 
what  is  now  Hamilton,  Ohio.  They  removed  from  this  region  about 
1805,  going  to  what  is  now  Fairfield,  Greene  Co.,  Ohio,  where  they  pur- 
chased land  and  remained  until  about  1818,  when,  selling  their  land 
(Oct.  8,  1818)  they  removed  to  St.  Clair  Co.,  Illinois,  not  far  from  the 
present  city  of  Lebanon.  At  the  time  of  their  death,  they  were  living 
near  what  is  now  Trenton,  Clinton  Co.,  Illinois. §
